The closest prior art is a switched mode power supply as shown in Figure of the present 
application or in the st microelectronic data sheet US2842/3842 (D1). This smps has a 
transformer whith a primary winding and a secondary winding, a switching transistor in * 
series with the primary winding and a control circuit for controlling an output voltage, the 
control circuit contains an oscillator which can be set via a terminal of the control circuit. 



The present invention by the use of relatively simple means aims to increase the 
oscillation frequency in order to shorten the start-up period of the smps. 

The inventive solution thereto is realized by coupling the oscillator set terminal to a 
secondary winding. 

The oscillator set terminal 4 in Fig. 11 of D1 is not coupled to the secondary winding Nc 
because it is connected via a capacitor C6 to ground. 

This additional circuitry distinguishes the invention from the closest prior art in a novel and 
inventive manner, Article 33(2)(3) PCT. 

The dependent claims 2-9 concern advantageous embodiments of the invention and are 
as such novel and inventive, Article 33(2)(3) PCT. 

Industrial applicability of the present invention in the sense of Article 33(4) PCT is 
obviously possible.
